Martin, the Democratic nominee, re 
ceived 35 votes. Mr. Briggs was born 
in New Hampshire in IboO. He was a 
student at Phillips Exeter academy 
and was graduated from West Point in 
1872. 
He served in the Second United 


States cavaM as second lieutenant 
until 1877, when he resigned to enter 
the employ of the John A. Eoeblmg 
Sons company here as an engineer, 
and is now assistant treasurer of the 
concern. He has always been promi- 
nently identified with politics since 
leaving the army. He was elected 
mayor of Tienton in 1S99, and in 190.! 
Governor Voihpes appointed him state 
treasurer, which position he now holds. 
In 1904 Mr. Briggs was elected chair- 
man of the Republican state commit- 
tee and is still at the head of the com- 
mittee.

The passage of the Senate Service 


Pension bill has been so long impend- 
ing that it is pretty well discounted. 


Mr. Roosevelt will of course sign 


the measure, which isjittle 
more 


than an extension of his famous ex- 
ecutive order of 1904. It pays to ev- 
ery veteran of 62 years $12 a month. 
$1 a month to every veteran of 70, 
and $20 a months at 75. 


The new law will hardly bring the 


annual cost of pensions up to more 
than $155,000,000. Even this would 
not be a record 
total. Pension ex- 


penditures reached $158,000,000 in 
1893. After every great extension of 
the nation's bounty the total payment 
shoots upward at once. It did this In 
1S92-3, in 1897 and again in 1904-5. 
But always the annual cost 
drops 


away«again rapidly as the death list 
swells with constantly accelerating 
pace. 


A million names may be reached 


for the first time under the new law, 
but they will not long remain a mil- 
lion. Scattered survivors of the civil 
war may still be living in 1950 and 
•widows of civil war veterans in the 
year 2000, but the bulk of the gre;-,t 
army of the union is steadily maich- 
ing over the divide.

Emperor William Gains Decisive Vic 


tory With a Working Major- 


ity of 33. 


Berlin, Feb. 6—The reballoting in 


th« elections which occurred Tuesday 
throughout the empire emphasized the 
government victory of Jan. 25. There 
were further heavy losses in Socialist 
seats, while the Clericals more than 
held their own. The Socialists now 
return to the reichstag shorn of near- 
ly half their strength. They have lost 
old strongholds like Dresden, Elber- 
feld and Frankfort-on-the-Main, and 
they suffered defeat in Stettin, Darm- 
stadt, Pluen, Grimma, Annaberg and 
Munich. On the other hand they have 
captured Strasburg, Wiesbaden, Offen- 
bach and Muchleim-on-the-Rhine. A 
tabulation prepared by the Lokal An- 
zeiger, with three districts still to be 
heard from, gives the Socialists 43 
seats in the new reichstag against 79 
seats in the old body. 


The Lokal Anzeiger gives the fol- 


lowing estimate of the composition of 
the new house: The two Conservative 
parties, 81 seats as against 73 seats in 
the old house; the Agrarians and anti- 
Semitic group, 26 seats as against 21; 
the Clericals, 108 seats as against 104; 
the 
National Lioerals, 56 seats as 


against 51; the Radical group, 48 seats 
as against 36; the Socialists, 43 seats 
as against 79; the Poles, 20 seats as 
again'st 16, and the irregulars 12 seats 
as against 16. 
The German government 
will be 


free to continue undisturbed, its pol- 
icy of imperialism which is the key 
note of 
Emperor 
Williams reign. 


Practically complete returns show 
that in the next Reichstag, the em- 
peror will have a majority of 33. It 
is believed that the emperor will in- 
augurate a broader 
imperial 
policy 


and increase the navy.

Mr. Jerome 
undertook to break down the evidence 
of the alienist, Dr. C. C. Wiley of 
pittsburg, and for three hours put him 
through a cross-examination as severe 
as was ever heard in a New York 
court.

Havana, Feb. 6.—;A decree prescrib- 


ing the organization of the new Cuban 
army has been issued by Governor" 
Magoon. 
; ' 


Quoting the law of Sept. 15, 1906, 


providing for the increase of rural 
guard to 10,000 men and the artillery 
to 2,000 men, the decree declares.that 
all able-bodied male citizens between 
21 and 45 years of age shall constitute 
the national forces, which shall con- 
sist of a permanent army and a force 
of militia. The permanent army is to 
be designated "The armed force of the 
republic." The militia while in service 
shall be subject to the same discipline 
as the regular force. The permanent 
army shall consist of a general staff, 
a corps of rural cuards, a corps of 
Held artillery and a corps of coast ar- 
tillery, the whole under command of 
a major general. All enlistments in 
the permanent army are to be for a 
term of four years. 
The conditions 


governing the acceptance of recruits 
are identical with those which hold 
in the United States army. The pay 
of a major general is $6,000, a colonel 
$3,600. a lieutenant colonel |3,300, ma- 
jors $2,400, captains $1,800, first lieu- 
tenants $1,500 and second lieutenants 
$1,200 a year.
